Second Anniversary 
Of Barrier Marked 
By Demonstrations 


RK RI.IN lA P '—West Berliners 
released their pent-up hatred of 
the Berlin Wall Tuesday night and 
clashed with police in a demo-n- 
stration marking the second anni­ 
versary of the barrier. 


The day had 
been relatively 
quiet 
except 
for 
a 
mysterious 
blast in the early morning on the 
Flast Berlin side and a single gun­ 
shot. 


Shouting: “ The wall must go. 
The 
wall 
must 
go” 
the night 
crowd of 500 youths surged to­ 
ward the Communists’ wall to 
meet a phalanx of police near 
Checkpoint Charlie, crossing point 
for foreigners between East and 
West Berlin. 


Police diverted the demon.stra-, 
tors and they di.spersed, only to 
regroup immediately and march 
again against police barriers. 


Finally police linked arms and 
.stopped the crowd about 300 yards 
from 
Checkpoint 
Charlie. 
The 
crowd had grown to more than 
1, 000.

"The most brilliant daredevil

Read distinguished himself otherwise at 
Annapolis with his ability to get by with 
a minimum of "hitting the books." That he 
was graduated was due to instructors’ per­ 
ceptiveness that "Savez" had the quick wit, 
originality, dash and courage for an effec­ 
tive leader of men. 
The appraisal was confirmed quickly on 
the decks of warships. Graduated in 1860 
and assigned to USS Powhatan, Read re­ 
signed in 1861 to serve the Confederacy. He 
won 
commendations 
aboard 
the 
raiders 
McRae and Florida, before being given, at 
22, an independent command. 
That was the Clarence, a captured Union 
brig, into 
which Road took 21 volunteers 
capable of using a boat howitzer and small 
arms effectively as well as managing sails 
adroitly during raids on Union commerce 
in West Indian waters. 
The Clarence was slow, and as soon aa 
Read took a larger, faster vessel, the Ta- 
cony, he moved aboard it and burned the 
Clarence. 
He sank or sent into Southern 
ports ship after 
ship, while squadrons of 
Union warships were trying to catch him. 


Read had switched to another capture, the 
Archer, 
and 
was without 
shot for 
the 
howitzer when he daringly sailed into Port­ 
land, Mc., harbor to seize the U. S. revenue 
cutter Caleb Cushing. That resulted in his 
capture. 
The Cushing, too, was short of 
ammunition. 
"Savez" Read is a lively subject in the 
new' book.

Time For Showdown 
In Chick en War 


Washington is threatening to get rough in 
its moves to k eep European mark ets open to 
li. S. poultry exports. It’s high time. 
The administration is considering steps to 
increase tariffs on a broad range of products 
imported from the Common Mark et nations. 
There have been warnings such retaliation would 
be forthcoming unless the Com.mon Mark et re­ 
duced its recently increased tariffs against 
American poultry. 
But to date the administration has been 
chick en. 
It is time to stop threatening and 
start acting. The Common Mark et's tariff action, 
if not rescinded, will cost U. S. poultrymen $46 
million annually. 
Imports against which Washington 
may 
move to retaliate include such items as wines, 
brandies, truck s, buses and photographic film 
and paper. 
While the intent is to decrease 
American purchases of these products, thus 
applying an economic pinch to W estern Europe, 
the action will have the side effect of increas­ 
ing their cost to those Americans who will still 
buy them. 
But it is obvious that it will require a strong 
demonstration that Washington actually will 
retaliate, instead of merely threatening, to bring 
the Europeans around. 
This poultry export dispute has dragged on 
long enough. It is time for a showdown.

The United States has Khrushchev over a barrel. 
The only drawback to the situation at this exceedingly 
propitious moment in history is that we have a positive 
genius for failing to exact anything worthwhile when 
we mak e a trade. 
How do we k now' that Khrushchev is in trouble? 
We get signals, sometimes obliquely relayed, from all 
' over the place. Khrushchev is “tak ing it" as he has 
never tak en it before. Mao Tse-tung, even though he 
is in a position of exposed economic weak ness, is 
utterly careless w’hen it comes to flouting the Kremlin. 
The East Europeans lack Mao’s vast temerity, but in 
their own sly way they are managing to tell Moscow 
what they think . 
The Rumanians, hearing that the 
most back ward new nations in Africa are demanding 
complete “equality,” let their Soviet m asters k now 
that they are tired of giving up more than they are 
getting when the terms of trade between the satellites 
and the Russian economy are set. 
From Czecho­ 
slovak ia the news comes that the Supreme Court is 
“juridically” pardoning Communists who were hanged 
in 1952 for the great crime of “trying to tie Czecho­ 
slovak ia’s economy to the West,” 
All of these items go to paint a picture: Khrushchev 
must appease the peoples of Eastern Europe if he is to 
brazen it out with Mao Tse-tung’s new “Fitth Interna­ 
tional” in Asia. 


So what do es Washingto n do to capitalize o n 
Khrushchev 's tro ubles? It lets slip the info rmatio n 
that Marshall Plan-ty pe funds might still be av ail­ 
able to any natio n “ west o f Asia." And it releases 
a sto ry that the U.S. is preparing to resume full 
diplo matir relatio ns with Hungary . 
This so rt o f 
thing is tantamo unt to anno uncing at an auctio n 
J ust ho w high y o u are prepared to go ev en befo re 
y o ur co mpetito rs hav e entered a single bid. 


True enough, the story about resuming relations 
with Hungary contains a cautionary word that the 
move is contingent on a “ positive” sign that the Kadar 
government wants better relations. And the name of 
Cardinal Mindszenty, who has been living in political 
asylum in the U.S. Legation in Budapest, is mentioned. 
But “ freedom” for the Cardinal to go into exile is 
hardly enough if that is all that is to be proposed 
for a trade. 
The truth 
is 
that Cardinal 
Mindszenty 
would 
regard it as a great defeat if he were forced, by 
Vatican pressure, to accept exile in Rome as a "gift” 
from the Kadar government. Such a defeat is not in 
the work s, for neither the present Pope nor his pre­ 
decessor has considered putting any compulsion on the 
Cardinal, who is still Prim ate of Hungary, to quit 
Budapest under any terms other than his own. The 
Vatican may have hopes for the “opening to the East," 
but it is apparently not even ask ing lesser church 
figures than Cardinal Mindszenty to mak e unpalatable 
concessions to the Kadar government as the price of 
a “relaxation of tensions.” 


To make a case fo r his o wn “ leniency ,” Kadar 
released six Ro man Catho lic bisho ps fro m intem* 
ment so me time ago . But three o f these bisho ps, 
Peteri. Badalik. and Szabo . hav e elected to take 
the same stand that Cardinal Mindszenty has taken. 
They were willing to accept release pro v ided they 
co uld either return to their o ld dio ceses o r take up 
residrnre in Budapest. 
When these alternativ es 
were denied to them, they freely cho se to return to 
their internment quarters in the v illage o f Hejcze. 


Before Washington mak es any deal with Kadar 
^Involving the resumption of diplomatic relations, let 
the proper conditions for such resumption be stated 
firmly 
Condition Number One would be freedom for 
Jozsef Cardinal Mindszenty to return to the seat of 
his diocese in Esztergom. there lo tak e up his life 
from where he left off before 1956, when the Hungarian 
revolution was so brutally suppressed. Condition Num­ 
ber 'Two would be complete freedom for Bishops Peteri, 
Badalik . and Szabo to resume their ecclesiastic duties. 
Condition Number Three would he to let the church, 
not the secretary of the Hungarian Communist Party, 
pass on the qualifications of candidates for seminary 
study. 
Beyond all this, there should be no new diplomatic 
dealings with the Kadar regime until there has been 
full amnesty for all the participants in the 1956 up­ 
rising. If we are going to let Khrushchev wriggle off 
the hook in his present extremity, let us. for Heaven’s 
sak e, get something out of it. We should be tired of 
bowing to Moscow thrice daily, and saying, “Thank 
you, Khrush, for giving us nothing”

A Treaty At The Cost Of Human Freedom 


W.ASHINGTON - Again 
the 
cause of human freedom in the 
world has suffered a defeat. The 
West German government, under 
pressure from the United States 
government, has been required, 
in effect, to sign a treaty it doesn’t 
want to sign — a treaty that gives 
a form of diplomatic recognition 
to the puppet regime established 
by the Soviets in East Germany. 
This postpones still further the 
day when the people of Germany 
can be reunited and set up a 
single republic of their own. 
There were other ways to pre­ 
vent West Germany from ever 
engaging by itself in nuclear test­ 
ing in the air or in outer space 
of underwater as provided in the 
new' treaty between the East and 
West signed recently in Moscow. 
Iron-clad pledges against testing 
could have been given by the 
West German government in a 
separate 
agreement 
or 
treaty 
made only with Great Britain and 
the 
United States. 
This would 
have avoided any em barrassment 
for the West German government, 
which now is placed in the humil­ 
iating position of signing a treaty 
with Moscow on a parity with the 
Soviet satellite in East Germany. 
So far as the status of nuclear 
testing is concerned, it would not 
have been affected in the least 
if West Germany had been per­ 
mitted to deal only with her part­ 
ners — Great Britain and the 
United States. But as m atters 
stand now, the peoples of both 
East and West Germany have 
suffered a diminution of hope for 
refunification. 
The United States, as a cham­ 
pion of human freedom, could 
have found an alternative way 
to 
accomplish 
its 
purpose •- 
namely, to get signed a universal 
pledge of her own against cer­ 
tain k inds of nuclear testing. As 
it is, an opportunity lo proclaim 
to the world the interest of the 
American people in seeing their 
peoples of the two Germany's giv­ 
en a chance to exercise their right 
of “ self-determination” was sac­ 
rificed.

ROCKEFELLER -ACTIVITY — 
New York ’s Gov. Rock efeller is 
acting lik e the desperate man he 
obviously is in his attempt to re­ 
capture the position of prominence 
he once held in the GOP presi­ 
dent sweepstak es. 
Rock efeller is by far the busiest 
of the potential Republican presi­ 
dential nominees. He is doing so 
many 
things, 
tak ing so 
many 
stands, issuing so many state­ 
ments that his views are almost 
daily topics of discussion in GOP 
political leadership circles. 
In particular, his attack on the 
right wing of the Republican Par­ 
ty is a long gamble to regain sup­ 
port for his own presidential as­ 
pirations. His current slartegy is 
a far cry from what it was only 
a few short months ago when 
he operated in the belief that he 


had the support of liberal and 
middle • of - the - road 
Republican 
voters and sought to demonstrate 
that he also should be acceptable 
to the conservatives of his party. 
Rock efeller's change in plans 
is no accident, however. Close ob­ 
servers of the political scene are 
convinced that he is seek ing to 
re-establish a favorable image in 
the eyes of the voters, not the 
party leaders. This is so because 
his remaining hope is to win big 
in some of the early state presi­ 
dential primaries next year.

be forthcoming unless the Common Market re­ 


duced 
its 
recently

American poultry. 
But to date the administration has been

if not rescinded, will cost U. S. poultrymen $46
